SCHOOL REPORT. 


To the citizens of the town of Groton. The Scliool 
Board herewith submit their report for the year ending 
Mareh).1j;1893: 

ScHoo, District No. 2. 

The spring term was taught by Miss LELA G. BROWN. 
Miss Brown entered upon her work with the right spirit. 
She started right, kept on right through the term. Ev- 
ery one felt disappointed when they heard she would not 
return to the school in the fall. 

AGNES MERRILL was engaged for the second term. 
Miss Merrill took but little interestin her school, and but 
little progress was made. 

The third term was in charge of BELLE L. BURNHAM, 
who made a success of the school. 


No. 4. : 

The two terms of this school were under the care of 
CARRIE As. HALT: 

Miss Hall, anold experienced teacher, did her best for the 
school, andsucceeded better than we expected. There is 
a lack of interest, with most of the older scholars, that is 
painful to witness. The scholars of this district, if they 
would only take hold and help themselves, might have 
done better than they did the past year. Hach one must 
learn to help themselves, or it is in vain for any one else to 
try to. 

We are spending considerable money in this district and 
ought to have better results. 
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NOG S? 
This school was taught by Ipa M. Haut, in Mr. East- 
man’s house. Miss Hall worked faithfully, and made her 
school a success. She gave perfect satisfaction. 


INOS 7: 
GRACIE M. WELCH, teacher. Good progress was made 
in this school. 


When we look over the result attained by our schools in 
the north part of our town we think they compare well 
with our schools in the past. 

We find too many cases of tardiness. The efficiency of 
instruction and the general welfare of the school depends 
upon the promptness with which the daily work is entered 
on. The number of cases of tardiness in any given school 
is one index among many, of the influence of the teacher 
and of the scholars’ interest in their school work. The 
best scholars are not laggards on their way to school. Those 
who love their work will secure the full time alloted to it. 


JOSIAH WHERT. 


My appointment upon the school board was entirely un- 
expected and wholly unsought, and came so late I found it 
extremely difficult to obtain suitable teachers for the sum- 
mer schools, but finally succeeded and report as follows: 


No. 8. 

The summer term was taught by Miss BELLE L. BURN- 
HAM. Miss Burnham had had no experience in teaching, 
but she worked well, and was in a good degree successful. 

Miss KATE F. Crossy had the fall term. Miss Crosby 
is a fine scholar, quiet and unassuming in her manner, 
She gained the good will of her scholars, and kept a very 
profitable school, 
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No. g. 

Miss MARGARET M. BUSHEE taught the summer term. 
Miss Bushee, I firmly believe, came here to try to keep a 
good school, but there seemed to be a determination on the 
part of some of the parents to prevent thisif possible. It 
augurs no good to a school, for parents to tell their schol- 
ars they may conduct as badly asthey choose. The schol- 
ars who continued through the term showed, at the closing 
examination, that the school had been quite as profitable 
to them as could be expected under the adverse circum- 
stances occasioned by the opposition, and I came to the 
conclusion that if Miss Bushee could keep as good a school 
as she did amidst all the opposition she had to contend 
with, it is not easy to say what she might have done if she 
had received, as she should, the sympathy and co-opera- 
tion of ad/ the parents. 

The fall term was under the instruction of Miss DAIsy 
. M. DEARBORN, a graduate of the New Hampton institu- 
tion. She labored earnestly and faithfully, and, so far as 
I know, gave entire satisfaction to all. This school was 
very fortunate in having the services of so efficient a work- 
er as Miss Dearborn. 

No. 10. 

The summer term was in charge of Miss Kats F. Cros- 
By. This was Miss Crosby’s first attempt at teaching, but 
she kept a very good school. I was happy to notice that 
the order at the close of the term was better than at its 
commencement. 

The fall term under the instruction of Miss LENA M. 
McLeod, a graduate from Plymouth high school, was not 
in all respects as successful as could be desired. ‘There 
are some scholars in this school who require more rigid 
discipline than young teachers like to exercise. 

Four of the six teachers that came under my supervi- 
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sion during the year have had no previous experience in 
teaching. All have tried to do well and in most cases 
have been in a good degree successful. Every teacher has 
to teach her first school, and in the small towns where we 
have short schools and are under the necessity of paying 
small wages, these teachers must generally be employed. 
It is therefore very necessary that parents and citizens 
should co-operate with teachers, and inexperienced teach- 
ers in particular, in order that their children may derive 
the greatest benefit from the school. But I regret to say 
that the register shows that this has not been the case the 
past year, for it is very noticeable that those parents that 
have found the most fault with the schools have not visited 
them to see how their children were conducting, but have 
appeared ready to blame the teacher for whatever they 
thought might be wrong, and finally withdrew their chil- 
dren from the school. 

In making this report I fee! no desire unduly to censure 
any one, but in my connection with the schools the past 
year I have felt as never before the importance of the du- 
ties of parents to their children in regard to the schools. 
In kindness to all, yet with earnestness, I beseech you, pa- 
rents and citizens, as you desire the welfare of the rising 
generation now fitting for life’s great duties, that you readi- 
ly and kindly co-operate with teachers and scholars in such 
way that the greatest good, both in discipline and instruc- 
tion, may result from the time and appropriations allotted 
to the scholars. In closing my official connection with the 
schools, as I thought I had years ago, I retire their well- 
wisher, with no unkind feeling toward any, but have said 
and done what I felt to be my duty faithfully and impar- 
tially performed.
